MINNEAPOLIS— A formal pro- 


test against Ohio State's 11 to 2 
victory over the Minnesota baseball 
nine last Saturday at Columfcus on 
the grounds of "incompetent 
and 


unfair umpiring" was sent to Maj. 
John L. Griffin, Big Ten commis- 
sioner of athletics, by Athletic Di- 
rector Fred W. Luehring. 


The Minnesota protest is based 


on the ejection from the game of 
Peter Guzy, Gopher twirler, by Um- 
pire Schuller after the Minnesota 
pitcher had held the Ohio State bat- 
ters scoreless for four innings. Ac- 
companying the letter of protest 
were statements .of Coach Lee 
Watrous and Guzy, giving their ver- 
sion of the 
circumstances 
which 


caused the banishment. 


Coach Watroos, in his statement 


contends that "there was absolute- 
ly no justification for putting Guzy 
out of the game as the extent of 
the pitchers'-'protest against 
the 


umpires decision was a harmless 
smile to his mates." No exchange 
of words passed between Guzy ant 
the umpire, Watrous contends, no 
did he protest in any manner more 
vigorous than a smile.
